As we havo previously said, pend- 
ing instructions from home, it is of little use 
prolonging the mere discussion of antagonis- 
tic views. But there is no apology neces- 
sary for presenting to our readera the views 
of “ Humanites”—an impartial “outsider,” 
if we may take the liberty of calling him 
as they embody a very sensible proposal 
touching the remedy to be provided. His 
observations upon the immoral trade in 
females also deserve sone attention in high 
quarters, exposing, as. they do, an apparent 
defect in the regulations affecting the trans- 
wmission of the class of females specially 
referred to. ; . 


Sox movement was made 4 short time since 
to make arrangements for sorting the in- 
ward French mails, in the same way as is 
now done with the mails brought on by the 
English packets. There can be no two 
opinions os to the convenience of the ar- 
rangement in the case of the heavy English 
mails; but if we look at the short time

DOMESTIC SERVITUDE IN CHINA. 
Liberty is considered as a boon in all 
lands, and yot all lands have placed re- 
stricHons on it, In the West ft has been 
considered theoretically qs a satural right, 
and 4s esteemed a blessing next to that of 
Ife itself, Under the influence of Christi- 
anity and of the freo epirit of our ancestors 
individualism has roached the highest .de- 
velopment, so that the individtal has be: 
come the unit of society. Practically, how- 
ever, many limitations are placéd on the 
freedom. of the individual.’ A parent has 
the control of the services and earnings: of 
his child up to a certain age, and a master 
ja entitled to the time and labor of his ap- 
prentice.

| men become hereditary slaves, the property

toemselves ‘no slightly as to throw them- 
selves away. These “'I'wo-penny” slaves 
are generally thos who have been reduced 
to great straits by poverty or—oppression 
and have auld themselves and their fami‘ies 


f£—the—yards—of—his—yeusel,—-and,—bei 
abandoned by his comrades, contrived to 
keep afloat for about eight hours until he 
was providentially rescued by a pussing 
fishing bont.

this caso the money received by the parents 
is less than when the girl is sold outright ; 
they have the right to redeem hor at any 
time by refundiug the money advanced, 
and a8a matter of fact do generally redeem 
her when she becomes of a marriageable age, 
for the money received from the expectant. 
husband is more than that for which she 
was pawned, The employer in ‘this case 
cannot sell the girl as she is 1n no sense his 
property, but he can pawn her to anyone 
else; wherever found, however, the parénte 
can always claim her by refunding the 
amount agreed on in the original papers. 
Tho girl in thia case never ceases to be a 
member of her father’s family; it ts 
equivalent to an apprenticeship where the’ 
apprentice’s time oan be bought out. 

‘To come to the practical question which 
has been raised in Hongkong. No doubt 
things are very different there from what 
they are in a Chinese village or city. Mon 
from various parts of China ate thrown 
togethor there; even the Chinese :com- 
munity is not homogeneous. Public opi- 
nion cannot be brought to bear upon a man 
as it can in ordinary Chineso Society. 
Then the eervant-girls aré far away from 
their parents and friends, aud cannot be 
traced as in a village. Again, the iempta- 
tions to sell girla for immoral purposes are 
unusually strong and the chances of detection 
unusually small. Haid the passenger-laws 
been made on purpose to abet inatead of to 
prevent the traffic in women, they could 
goarcely have afforded more practical pro- 
tection to this inimoral traffic, for a v:avel 
haa only to carry less than 20 passengers 
and no inyeatigation.is permitted as to 
their character. 

The evil is a great one, and even if the 
remedy causes some inconvenience, all 
respectable Chinese should be willing to 
put up with the inconvenience in order to 
prevent their own fiesh and blood from 
being sold to keep up the brothels of Bin- 
gapore and California. 

What is the best practical way out of the 
difficulty ? I think it is to forbid the buy- 
ing and selling of girls and restrict the con- 
tracts to pawning. The contracts should 
be filed in some overnment office, and 
anyone who attempts to take a pawned ser- 
vant-girl out of the Colony without Gov- 
ernment pérmission should be dealt with 
ase kidnapper. The presence and consent 
of one or of both of the parents might also 
be required whenever it is desired to trans- 
fer the pawn contract from one person to 
another. ; , 

But what is to be done with the girls 
(said to be 8,000) who aro now in servitude 
in Hongkong ? This is without question a 
difficuls: problem. Whatever .is done, a 
sudden -manumiasion would be most im- 
politic, Not.only would it be.a wrong the 
the masters, but.it would be an unmixed 
evil to the girle themselves—an offence 
against Limanity and morality. | What 
would become of the girla? Doubtless most 
of them would find: their way to the bro- 
thels Liberty would not be a real boon to 
them. They would be cut off from all pro- 
tection ard become the prey: of the de- 
signing. ae . 

Any arrangement by whichthey would 
be merély hired by the month would be 
fatile, and would subject the girls to more 
ill-treatment than at present, for dow self- 
interest requires the master to treat bis 
servant well, elze he cannot recoup himself 
for- the price paid for her by disposing of 
her as a wife, : as 

‘While no arrangement: would likely. be 
thoroughly ‘satisfactory to all-parties, per- 
haps the best way..would be to insist that 
the ‘sale be changed into a pawn contract, 
where the parents of the girl are accessible, 
Though this would involve some hardshipon 
the part of the owners of the. servant-girls, 
it would be: light compared with those in- 
volved. by emaceipstion: elsewhere, By 
fixing a date after which all ho'ding girls 
without such contract papers would be 
liable’ to: arrest, “and at the same time.

THE TERMS CF PEACE. ~ 
© °NDITIONS OF TRE CHIEFTAINSUIPS, 
The following is from the document 
eigned by the chiefs at the late annotunce- 
ment-of the terms of peace :— . 2 


1, To observe and respect whatever boun- 
daries sball be assigned to hia territory b 
the British Government, through the Resi- 
dent of tho Division in which his terrilory 
ris situated, 

2, Not to permit the existence of the Zulu 
military system, or the existence of any 
military ayatem, or organization whatsoever 
within his ter-itory, and to proclaim and 
make it a rale that all men shali be allowed 
to marry when thoy choose and as they 
choose, according to the good .and ancient 
customs of his people, known and followed. 
in the days precoding the establishment by 
Chaka of the miitary. system, and to allow 
and encourage all’ men living within bis 
territory to go and come freely for peaca- 
ful purposes, and to work in Natal or the 
Transvaal, or elsewhere, for themselves or 
for hire. 

8. Not to import, or allow to be imported 
into his territory by any person, for any 
object whatsoever, firearma or other goods 
af any descriptioa, and ammunition, from 
any part of inlond or sea coast, and to con- 
fiscate all such goods, or arms, &¢,, as como 
in, fining the ow.ers, or possossora of them, 
with heavy fine, or such other punishment 
aa may be allowed, , : 

4. Not to allow life to bo taken on any 
protence without trial, before the Vounci! 
of Chief Men, allowing fair and impartial 
defezca and examination of witnesses in 
the chiefs’ presence, aud farther, not to 
permit of witchcraft, witch doctors, or 
smelling out, 

6. .To surrender. all fugitives demanded 

by the Brit sh Government, flying from the 
laws, and to prevent them .coming into 
Zuiuland, and, if in, to escort himself and 
his people to catch,them. 
- 6 Not to make war on suy other chief 
without the sanction of the British Govern- 
ment, and in‘any unsettled diapute it must 
be ‘settled by arbitration of the British 
Government, through the Resident of the 
District, ; 

7. The succossion to the Chieftainahip 
to be decited by ancient laws and cuatoms, 
and nomination of successors to be sub- 
mitted for approval of G.veramont. 

8, - Not to acll or alienate land. 


9. To permit all people now in the dis- | 


trict to remain, upon recognition of his 
power, and any wishing to leave are to be

JHE TRIENNIAL EXAMINATIONS. 
” Tho Wuchang correspondent of the WV. 9. 
Daily News gives’ the following interesting 
description of the Examinations lately held 


in the Province :— or 


The triennial examinations which have 
been held simultancously throughout the 
eighteen provinces are now over, and dis- 
appointed students, whose name is legion, 
have to console themaelves with the hope 
of “ better luck next time.” A 

So. little has echolarship to do in the 
-public-estimation with~a-man’s attaining 
Bis degree, that it is put down last among 
the five conditions essential to success, and 
good luck haa the firat place. x 

First, says the oracle, luck ; accond,. 
destiny, or an auspicious horoscope ; third, 
Feng-suei, including | tha happy choice of a 
resting place for départed ancoatora; fourth, 
good deeds -done in secrot; and fifth, 


Btudy. The myriad luckless students who- 


have failed this time will therefore comfort 
themselves in the belief that it was not 
their essaye-or-pootry_which_were-atfanl! 
but only the fates which were sgainst them. 

Of a candidate who died as he was enter-. 
ng ihe Hall, it was currently reported that 
he must bave been a sinner above all 
others and the avenging Nemesis had pur- 
sued him to the death lest he should attain 
to higher honours. . 

Several others died during tho course uf 
the examination, and, according to custom, 
their dead bodies were hoisted over the 
walls, from a superstitious idea that it 


would be unlucky to carry the dead |. 


through the Dragon Gates. Were tho 
Governor of the province himeelf to die in 
the diecharge of his duties withia the Hall, 
his remuing would not be- aliowed to pass 
these gates, but would bo ‘carried out 
through o hole in the back wall, _ 
“The examinations lasted nine days, from 
tho 8th day of the Sth Chinese month till 
the 16th, with an interval on the 10th and 
13th days. 

The list of successful candidates wes pub- 
listed on the night of the 22ad inst., or 
the 9:h day of the 9th month, Groups of 
interested students and their friends were 
to be seen all-day-lonz discussing the prob- 
able names on the list, Suldiers were on 
guard from the Hall to the Provincial 
Treacurer’s yaa, where a cheap and most 
unaightly gallery, made of bare poles and- 
straw matting, had: been erected to receive 
the Roll‘of Fame. 

Denser than ever became the crowds in 

o atreets, aud louder the hum of .excite- 
ment, as the hour of midnight arrived 
when the guns were fired, and the acroll 
was unrolled before the eyes of the waiting 
multitude. Only sixty-one out of a total 
ofabout 12,000 competitors, have gained 
the degreo of Cl.ii jen, or M.A., while only 
nine others have obtained honourable 
mention. Previous to the T’alping rebel- 
lion, Hupeh could only pass forty-eight 
men at tho trionnial examinations, The 
number was raised in cousideration of vast 
aume of money subscribed to the impover- 
ished Imperial Exchequer of that time, 
and rsa kind of bounty to the people for 


the heavy taxes imposed under -the name | 


of lekin, which then embraced not: only 
merchandise, but property, income and 
poll taxes that have since been abolishod. 
Of tho sixty-ono names on the list, by far 
the largest proportion are men belonging 
to the departments of Wu-chang, Hwang- 
chow, and Han-yang, the more distant 


-| departmonts of Hiang-yang, Ichang, and 


Yiin-yung have failed to carry off even one 
degree ; while the Manchoos, from King- 
chow, who always send about 100 students, 
have their allotted number of three degrees, 
“The ages of the successful candidates 
range from nineteen, a Jad who is 34th 
Wrangler, to fifty-three, the oldest, who is 
14th on the liat, 

The age of the Senior Wrangler is. thirty- 
one, and he comes from the Kwang-chi dis- 
tiict, where no doubt his success will be less 
attributed to auperior scholarship than to 
the rebuilding of a pagoda and a templo 
to the’ God of Literature, which have 
lately much improved the Feng:-suei’of the 
‘place. 

The texts on which the three essays 
of the first examination have to be writ- 
ten are taken invariably from the ‘‘ Four 
Books,” and on this occasion were as 
follows :— 

Jst.—Taz Kung said :—Suppose the case 
of a ruler conferring ‘extensive benefits 
upon the people, and able to essist all, 

2nd,—This rule (of conferring honours 
on three generations of ancestors) wes ex-

Subject for poom :—

It will be seen from the above brief sum- 
mary of topics that this part of the compe- 
tition would necesaltate avast amount of 
most careful reading to enable the student 
to answer the questions correctly, This is 
the only fart of a Chinaman’s education 
which travela beyond the blind rotitine of 
the Four Books and Five Classics; and 
were a reformiog educationalist to arise: he 
might here easily introduce a few questions 
cn foreign languages, ecience and interna- 
tional law, without much disturbance of 
the present balance of classical studies, As 
things are, this part of the examination is 


reckoned as having very little influence in 
‘deciding the fate of the previous days’ 
ess: ys. |-Niue-tentha of the men are in 
blissful ignorance of moat of the questivns, 
and hence the practice of carrying on cribs 
is universal. So great is the number of 
atudenta that it is im, ossible even to make 
a pretence of. searching them. Every man 
takes with him as many cribs as he has 
money to purchase, or room in his bisket 
to carry. If his basket be full of writing 
materiale, cooking utensils and provisions, 
he disdains not to stuff his stockings, the 
lining of his clothes, hat and shoes, avd to 
fill his capacious sleeves with these aids to 
memory. Several men sitting in adjoining 
cells will also combine their efforts to save 
tims ‘in searching for the answers to 
particular questions, and when these are 
found in the cribs, each student copies from 
the book, only making a few verbal altera- 
tions according to individual taste, and 
with a view. toe hiding the plaglarism. 
Failing that, they make a guess at. the 
answer, and care not whether it be right 


aman who is unable to answer, or wishes 
to evade a question: he balked it. 
showing furtuer the vast number of fail- 
ures under this Heading on the part ever 
of the best essayists, it is significant that 
whereas the Prizo Essays on the Four 
Books and the poem are always printed, 
the Essays on the Five Classics are riot so 
invariably printed, while the answers to the 
last day's questions are seldom, if ever, 
published. 


Bribery is a thing not unknown on these

CHINESE IMMIGRATION. 

The New York correspondent of the 
Shanghai Courier writes, Sept. 24th, as fol- 
lows :—, 
~ The queslion of Chinese immigtation hi 
assumed & new phase, and there are pos- 
sibilities of a renewal of the discussion by | 
Congress. If the people of California can 
have. their.way the subject will be forced 
upon Congress at the opening of the seasion 
in December. The San Francisco nows- 
apers have already begun the agitation. 
They claim that the voice of the State in 
the recent election was practically una= 
nimons against: immigration, You will 
remember that the various party tickets for 
State officers were all headed with a decla- 
ration against the Chinese. The fact that 
the tickets thua inscribed were voted with- 
out any disposition to erase the declaration, 
is pointed out as sufficient poof ‘that the 
poople of the State aro determined to be 
heard and heeded. There is nothing new 
in this. Everybody has understood for a 
long timo that an overwhelming majority 
of the people of California is opposed to 
the Chinese remaining. The troublo is 
that outside of the Pacific Coast States the 
popular sentiment, if not positively favour- 
able to the Chinese, is at least indifferent 
to the question, believing that itis a pro- 
blem which the States themselves must 
solve without assistance from the National 
Government. A recent decision by the. 
United States Circuit Court in Oregon has, 
however, made it clear that the—States 
have no jurisdiction in the matter. The 
Legislature of Uregon passed a law pro- 
hibiting the employment of Chinese labor 
upon street improvements and public 
works. A firm of contractors undertook to 
disregard this law, and a suit was brought 
against them in tho Circuit Court, The 
Court decided in favor of the contractors, 
citing the provisions of the Burlingame 
Treaty, which recognizo the right of 
emigration and assure the Chinese that 
‘they shall have equal rights with other for- 
eigners. From these provisions the Court 
declared, first, That the right to reside in 
a foreign country implies the right to labor 
for a living ; and second, That.a Stato has 
no power to interfere wilh, or in any way 
limit, the operation of o treaty of the 
United States. . 

‘This decision renders -null and void the 
amendments on Chinese labour in the nowl 
adopted constitution of California, whic 
declare that ‘‘no corporation now existing, 
or hereafter formed under the laws of this 


-] Stores, 


State, shall employ, directly or indirectly, 
in any capacity, any Chinese or Mongo- 
lian,” and that “no Chinese shall be em- 
ployed on any State, county, municipal or 
other public work except in punishment for 
crime.” The decision hits these provisions 
precisely, and throws the whole discussion 
back to the abrogation of the Burlingame 
Treaty, or upon Congress. Hence it is 
likely that the question may become an 
important issue in the next Presidential 
campaign, which, opens in the spring of 
1880, That contest is likely to be so 
closely contested that the vote of California 
may decide it, and of course the party 
leaders will be eager to gain the goodwill 
of California at any cost. t 

In the meantime, there is talk of carrying ‘ 
the case to the Supreme Court for final 
decision, where the Californians claim 
they have reason to hope for verdict in 
their favor.. Their grounds for this faith 
are presented inthe following paragraph 
from one .of the San Francisco newspa- 
xB s— ‘ - 
“The threo states or conditions pre- 
scribed under which Chinese may come to 
this country are—1, curiosity ; 2, trade, and 
8, permanent residency. ‘hese are dis- 
tinctions which cannot be-lost sight of in 
deciding the case. There can be no doubt. 
that the Chinaman who seeks or accepts 
employment from a corporation or: an 
individual to pave streets or boil potatoes 
is not here for- curiosity, as it is commonly 
understood. Neither does he come under 
the head of trading. Digging ditches or 
ramming paving-stones is not usnally 
designated trade. The average Chinaman 
must, therefore, come under the head. of-a 
ermanent resident, if any. But it is a 
notorious fact that he does not contemplate 
permanent residence. He is not: here with: 
any such purpose in view. Instead of 
being ai immigrant, he isa forager. He 
does not even leave his bones with us.

mixture of these. Further, all legitimate 
binding, mounting, or covering of a book, 
tc, or of a portion thereof, is allowed, 
“whether such binding, &c, be looze or 
attached ; as also rollers in the case of 
‘prints or maps, markers (whether of paper 
or otherwise) in’ the case of books, pens or 
pencila in the case of pocket-booke, é&c., 
and, in short, whatever is necessary for the 
safe transmission of such articles, or usually

2. Invitations, de, can generally be 
delivered within Victoria at the private 
houses of the addressees rather than at 
places‘ of business, if a wish to that ‘effect 
be expreased by the sender, otherwise all 
correspondence is invariably delivered at 
the nearest place of business. (See Postal 
Guide, par. 103.) 

8. Boxholders who desire to eond Circu- 
lars, Dividend Warrants, Invitations, Cards,

1. Small Parcels may’ be sent by Post 
between any of the British Post Oftices jn 
China or Japan, as well as to Macao, -Pak- 
hoi, «Singapore, Penang, and Malacca, 
They must not exceed the following dimen- 
‘sions, 2 feet long, 1 foot broad, 1 foot deep, 
nor weizh more than. Slbs. The postage 
will be 20 cents per Ib., which will include 
Registration. The parcels may be wholly 
closed if they bear this special endorse- 
ment, PARCEL, CONTALNING No LETTER, but 
apy parcel may be opened by direction of 
tho Pontmastor Acnoral. 

2, The following cannot be transmitted : 
Parcels insufficiently packed or protected, 
or liable to be crushed (as bandboxes,

The Post Office reserves ‘the 
right of selecting the opportunity for trans- 
mission, and of delaying delivery in case 
the number of parcels is such as to retard 
other correspondence. - No responsibility 
is accepted with regard to any parcel, but

Mails exchanged with Manila and Saigon. 


The Philippine Islands being now admit- 
ted into the General Postal Union, it fol- 
lows that’ all paid correspondence received, 
from Manila in the maile will be delivered 
free by this Office, and that all paid cor- 
respondence sent to Manila in the mails’ 
should be delivered free there, ‘ 

Article JX of the Postal Treaty of Berne 
provides that ‘‘ Neither the senders nor the 
addressees. of letters and other postal 
packéts shall be called upon to pay, either 
in the Country. of Origin, or in that of 
Destination, any tax or duty other than” 
the recognised rates levied (in the case of 
paid’ correspondenc,) by the despatching 
- Office, It is hoped that any extra charge, 
or.apparently extra charge, will at once be 
brought to the notice of tho~ proper 
authorities, In olther Colony. 

The above does not apply in any to loose 
letters cent outside the mails, ‘These will 
always be charged on arrival in Hongkong.

It can be forwarded also 
by French Packet, and if so forwarded 
yenerally arrives a week earlier than if it 
had been. detained for the British Mail. 


The Post Office is not, by Jaw, responsible 
for any loss or inconvenience which may 
arise irom the non-delivery, mis-sending, 
or mis-delivery of any lettor, book, or other 
postal pene (oven if the packet be re- 
gistered), nor ia the Post Office responsible 
for any injury which a packet may sustain 
during its transmission. 

To guard against such injury all postal: 
packets which are likely to suffer from 
stamping or from great pressure ‘should be 
placed in strong covers; and even with this 
precaution no fragile article should be aent 
through the Post. lt should be remembered 
that every packet bas to be handled several 
times; that it is exposed to covsiderable 
pressure aud-friction in-the-mail bag ; and 
that, whenever the bag has in the course of- 
its transmission to be transferred by means 
of the railway apparatus, the risk of injury 
is much increased. 

No information can be given respecting 
letters which pass through a Post . Office 
except to the persous to whom they are 
addressed ; and in no other way is official 
information of a private character allowed 
to be made public, A Postmaster may, 
however, give an address if he has uo reagon 
to believe that the person whose address it 
is would disapprove of his doing so. 

Postmasters are not allowed to return apy 
letter or other packet to the writer-orsender, 
or to any one elze, or to delay forwarding 
‘it to its destination according to the address, 
even though a request to such effect be 
written thereon. 

Postmasters are not bound to give change, 
nor are they authorised to demand change ; 
aud. when money is paid at a Post Office, 
whether as change or otherwise, no question 
as to its right amcunt, goodnoss, or weight 
can be entertained after it has been removed 
from the counter. ioe : 

Postmastera are not bound to weigh any 
letters or other packeta for the public, but 
they may do x0 if their duty be not thereby 


| impeded, 


The practice of sealing letters passing to 
and from the East aud West.Indies, and 
other countries with hot climates, with wax 
(except such as is specially prepared), is 
attended with. mich inconvenience, ani 
frequently with serious injury, not only to 
the letters go sealed but to the other letters 
in the mail, from the melting of the wax and 
adhesion of the letters to esch other. The 
public aro therefore recommended, in all 
such cases, to use either wafers or gum, and 
to advise their correspondents it the coun- 
tries referred to, to do the same. 


. The registration of » ‘packet makes its 
transmission much more secure, inasmuch 
as, under ordinary circumstances, a regis- 
tered packet can be traced through its whole 
couree; and thus the loss of a registered 
ae is a very rareoccurrence. Neverthe- 

less large sums of money or other articivs 
of great value should not be sent through 
the post, even if the packet be registered; as 
the machinery. of the Department is not 
arranged with a view to such transmission. 
By Jaw, the Post Office is not re-ponsible 
for the aafe delivery of rogistered packets ; 
though any, officer who may ‘neglect his 
duty on this point will be called to strict 
account, Sent in unregistered lettéra, valu- 
able articles are exposed to risk, and cffora 
temptation which ought not to be created ; 
and the Departme:t cannot in any way 
undertake the safe conveyance of such 
packets. All inland or colonial letters, 
therefore, which’ ovntain coin, and all 
inland letters. which contain watches or 
jewellery, even though they be posted 
withont registration, are treated as register- 
ed, and charged on delivery. with a double 
régistration fee of eightpence in addition to 
the ordinary postage ; and any such letters 
which cannot be registered in time to be 
forwarded by the Mail for which they are 
posted are detained for the next despatch.
